"There is no 
getting up for me now an hour before 
breakfast, losing that amount wE sleep, 
and then waiting around for breakfast. 
The arrangement costs next to nothing, 
ami it is a.s trustworthy an anything fn 
this world. "I have not had it "patented 
yet. Some persons advise me to, and 
perhaps I may. I. haven't any [or sale; 
got it up entirely for my own comfort 
and convenience, and it has more than 
repaid me already. But just tliink if it 
were in general use it would save many 
hard words and do away with consider- 
able domestic unhappincss among pool- 
people. Doubtless it might have a ten- 
dency to make a better feeling between 
some men and their wives, by settling 
the vexing question us to who should get 
lip in the morning and build the lire. 
Ont of tins question alone many divorce 
suits grow, and this arrangement would 
prevent them.

ViHlovUraining with Stone. 
WHEN made of stone tmderdrains 


not only last for all time, but carry oil 
any surface water much sooner than 
tile. In cutting a ditch for a drain, tho 
most expeditious way is to first rim 
a furrow with a two-horse plow, as 
straight as possible, where the drain is 
to be, and on this first furrow back- 
furrow another of equal width. 
Then, 


after shoveling to one side tho earth 
of which thin double furrow is com- 
posed, repeat tho plowing and shovel- 
ing by attaching a short chain between 
the doubletree and clevis, to increase 
the distance between the two, and thus 
cause the plow to run tho required 
depth. 
J5y this moans, i. c., 
by re- 


peated plowing and shovelino- out, a 
depth of from fifteen to twenty inches 
may be obtained, and of tho proper 
width tho drain is to be. This much 
done, hitch the two horses, one iii front 
of the other (tandem fashion), to a 
single-coulter plow, with which rip up 
the subsoil and throw out as before 
repeating the operation until the proper 
depth is had. 


In finishing the bottom of the in- 


tended drain, care should be taken to 
have it of uniform smoothness throuTh- 
put its entire length, only sufficiently 
inclining toward the mouth to cause tho 
water to flow with 
equal freedom 


through every part of tho drain; other- 
wise littie depressions will bo left in 
the bottom of tho drain, in which 
sediment 
will accumulate to 
such 


an extent as to obstruct the free passao-o 
of the water, and thus choke up th 
urairj and render it; 


The nr\l Ihin^ then is (o prepare the 


stone for constructing the drain, and 
which- -aller beino- hauled in piles all 
alonp; the side of the intended drain— 
should be broken into pieces not larger 
than ffooso eggs, the smaller ones°to 
take their place in tlie bottom of the 
drain and the larger ones to be thrown 
in promiscuously until within a foot or 
so of the surface, and covering- tho 
same with a few leaves from tho woods, 
to fill the balance of the drain with the 
excavated earth. 


Whore low places occur in the field, 


on which water is inclined to stand so 
as to interfere with their cultivation, 
and for which no outlet cun be con- 
veniently had by means of a drain, a 
very good substitute will be found by 
digging a hole through the clay some 
three or four feet in diameter, filling 
tlie same with stone to within a few 
inches of the top, and covering with 
leaves and earth as above directed. By 
this means the water will find a ready 
outlet and perfect drainage will be so- 
cured.—2'altiinorc Sun.

Ronp is caused 
by 
ill-ventilated 


houses, crowding too many fowls in one 
building; iilthy drinking water; damp 
houses, aucl wet, swampy yards, poor 
feeding, and the ravages of lice, wnioh 
so enfeeble the fowls' systems that 
they are unable to resist disease. No 
doubt there are oilier causes which 
combine to produce this malady, but 
whatever the causes may be, it is quite 
certain that if you allow this insidious 
disease to get a foothold amono- your 
ilock it will spread 
with 
alarmino- 


rapidity, and unless you check it in its 
course your fowls will disappear before 
its march by twos and by throes, by 
sixes and sevens, by dozens and twenties, 
and the places that knew them once will 
know them no more. 
Like a great many of the diseases 


which allbct fowls, and render the life 
of the inexperienced poultry breeder 
one of constant anxiety, roup can be 
prevented a great, deal easier than it 
can be cured. The preventives arc 
obvious. 
Clean, dry, well-ventilated 


louses, so arranged that the fowls will 
not be exposed to drafts; pure drinkino- 
watef; well drained yards and a suilC 
•^ient quantity of proper food. 


Uusually the iirst symptom of roup is 


Joarsene.ss aud sneezing, as if tho fowl 
was trying to blow its nose; tlie eyes 
ind nostrils soon 
discharge a thin, 


watery substance, 
which " gradually 


hickens as'the disease develops, until 
t is thick and white, like the matter 
rom a boil, and smells bad enough to 
cuock a man down. 
As the disease 


progresses, the head swells, sometimes 
lustules form around the eyes,-and one 
>r both eyes arc closed; the comb turns 
lark, almost black; the fowl appears 
biggish, wastes away, breathes with 
lilticulty, and linally "keela vp" aud

or a fractured wheel, or a slio-[it care- 
lessness in handling tlie reins, mic-lit 
easily send a carriage-load of pe(ipl (7(o 
destruction—and ah awful dcsl ruction, 
too.

UNTIL within a few vcars past, searco 


a pound of fresh 
bee'f 
or a single fat 


bullock was exported from America to 
Oreat Britain, as it had been thought 
up to that period, these products could 
not be placed there iu a lit condition 
for tho consumption of the fastidious 
islanders. 
Moreover, for some 
time 


the value of meats of all kinds had been 
so near alike on both sides of the At- 
lantic as to preclude tho 
idea of ex- 


portation at a profit. 
But prices then 


began to advance rapidly in Great Brit- 
ain and the neighboring countries of 
hill-ope, from 
which she had 
lon<r 


drawn ample supplies for her wants 
over and above her own productions 
while a depression took place to some- 
extent m America. 
This prompted a 


few of our enterprising dealers in fresh 
beef and fat bullocks to make tho ex- 
periment of exportation thither. These 
at first, owing to the imperfect rcfri^! 
oration of the compartments on board 
ship for the preservation of fresh meat 
and lack of comfortable accommodation 
lor live cattle, together with some other 
causes, more often resulted in a loss 
than profit. 
But the pioneers in this 


business persevered with the accustomed 
American 
pluck, rapidly inlroducim' 


one improvement after another, till tho 
exportation* increased durimr the p-ist 
hscal year, en,ling June i!0, 187'J, to 


-',-j,83i pounds of fresh beef, valued 


at S4.8S3.0SO; and 
13C,7i'0 
bullocks 


valued at 88,879,-JOO-tho whole prod- 
uct being Sl;j,2G^,2Sll. 


Had it not been for the li'ritish Orders 


in Council, prohibiting considerable im- 
portations of live cattle, on account of 
supposed disease, American 
cxporta- 


-ions would have been much larger -ind 
we have every reason to believe- they 
\yill be soon doubled, 
if not 
trebled. 


J-hey certainly will, if nothino-untoward 
occurs in this new business. " In fact it 
>romises so largely and profitably in the 
uture, that ships are now iittinu- up ex- 
jressly for the transportation of fresh 
Meats and live animals of all domestio 
unds, not only to the United Kininlom 
nit also to France, Belgium, Holland and 
Denmark, aud in due time the exporta- 
um will probably bo extended to other 
larts of Europe.

»uch at lower prices, and as the best 
American. 
To put an cud to the ne- 


urious transactions, the importers de- 
cided on having public sales of their 
meat. 
This brought it directly to the 


knowledge of the people, 
who upon 


trial linding it equal to their own, a 
.steadily increasing market spruno- up 
for it, and now fresh American Beef, 
mutton, pork and poultry sell as freely 
abroad, and at as high prices, as the 
choicest European.—J. It.

Inter news, and some fresh details given,' 
which will bo eagerly read here-, as so 
in any of the employes and paswc-uge-r.-i are 
residents of the city. 


It appears that tho Geneva train was 


iibont two minutes behind time when it 
passed 
through Cary, and honr-o was 


really running on tho time eif tho ,lancs- 
ville train, which was right behind it, 
aud waa also two or throe minutes lute. 
As the Geneva train does not stop at any 
station until it 
reaohos 
Chicago, 
it 


therefore keeps out of the way of the 
Janesville train, and reaches Ciiirago 
twenty minutes earlier. Saturday morn- 
ing after the Gonovairain hud pulled out 
of Cary about a mile and a hull 
1, the en- 


gineer, Frank Steward, noticed 
that 


something about his engine had given 
out. Ho 
was just about cro.-sing tin- 


bridge,

was coming up in its ivar, stopped his 
train, and found that tho spring of the 
engine had broken. Tho conductor, John

The brakoman did no), 
get more than fifty foot from his own 
train, when the Jaues\;ilo. train came 
thundering along, and Tom ,ls;ng, tho 
engineer, saw the train stand;iig on tin- 
track just ahead of him. lie- promptly re- 
versed his engine, put on tho air brake's. 
throw open the sand box, and did all he 
could tc; stop his train, and then In- and 
his fireman, Joseph llie-rl, jumped. 


It was too late, and the engine- went 


crashing inte> the rear of the- Geneva 
train, running fully one-thm! the- way 
through the rear coach, smashing [he car 
into kindling wood and making a f r i g h t f u l 
wreck. The passenger coach ami bag- 
gage car, which with tho engine made' up 
the Genova train, began te> blaze up, and 
a terrible scene followed, but the passen- 
gers managed to crawl out ol'the burn- 
ing wreck, aud strangely ennngh no li V (.-< 
were lost. 


The work ot caring for the wor-uled 


aud clearing tho track followed 
it was 


found that fewer wore injured than was 
to have been expected. The main reason 
was 
that 
there 
were 
but 
few 


passengers on the Genova train, the trav- 
el being light at this season of tho year. 
Had it boon in tho summer there must 
have been a largo loss of life, and many 
more injured. 


Mrs. H. C. Mayuard, wife of tho Chi- 


cago manager of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph company, aud Mrs. 8. P. Colby, 
wife of a Chicago letter carrier, were the 
most serioussly injured. Mrs. MaYnard's 
face and hands wero badly burned, as 
was also her left side, and there wore in- 
ternal injuries, of seemingly serious na- 
ture. She has been iu delicate health for 
some years, ami it is feared tho shock 
may prove fatal. Sho had 
boon sponel- 


iug the summer at Lake Geneva, and was 
returning; from a visit there, greatly im- 
proved in health. 


Mrs. Colby was bruised about the he-ad 


and shoulders, but was able to give Mrs. 
Mayuard some needed attention, until 
she was placed on the train to return 
home, when she sank prostrated from 
the nervous shook and exhaustion. Sho 
lost her satchel and portomonuaio, the 
latter ccmtaiuing $150.

engineer of the Geneva train. It was a 
foggy morning, the track was slippery, 
the running time close, anil the greatest 
caution should have been shown, but in- 
stead of that he stopped right in tho face 
of an oncoming train, anel that too when 
he wast behind time. His engine was not 
disabled, a spriugbeing the only trouble-.
